Junior  Vice  President 
Sees  Mississippi  Game

Amid  Confederate  banners  of  red,  white,  and  gray,  Da- 
vid Grow,  vice  president  of  the  junior  class  got  an  eyewit- 
ness account  of  the  current  Southern  controversy  last  week- 
end. 

Concluding  business  in  Jackson,  Miss,  last  Saturday, 
Grow,  accompanied  by  his  father,  Spencer  Grow,  attended 
the  “Ole  Miss”-University  of  Kentucky  football  game. 

“At  least  20  per  cent  of  the  ‘Rebels’  from  ‘Ole  Miss’ 
displayed  Confederate  or  Mississippi  State  flags  on  the  way 
to  the  gridiron,”  he  said.  None,  however  waved  Old  Glory. 

In  the  stadium,  some  4,000  Dixie  flags  fluttered  ;n  the 
autumn  breeze. 


“If  you  study  hal’d  and  make  good  grades  at  this  insti- 
tution your  success  is  assured.” 

Along  with  the  prediction,  counsel  and  advice  was  given 
to  BYU  students  by  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  as  he 
spoke  at  the  first  Forum  assembly  of  the  new  school  year. 

PRESIDENT  WILKINSON  advised  students  to  budget 
their  money, . budget  -their  time  and  study  conscientiously. 
He  said  it  was  not  necessary  to  spend  more  than  $1200  a 
year  while  attending  BYU.  Many  students  spend  less,  he 
said.  The  president  told  students  to  buy  a budget  book  and 
help  keep  track  of  the  money  they  spend. 

The  budgeting  of  time  is  equally  important,  said  Pres- 
ident Wilkinson.  “It  is  the  difference  between  success  and 
‘ failure.”  On  past  figures  he  esti- 
mated that  one  tenth  of  the  stu- 
dentbody  would  be  on  probation 
next  semester  because  of  the  im- 
proper use  of  time. 

HONESTY  was  named  by  the 
president  as  one  of  the  highest 
standards  of  this  institution.  He 
quoted  Karl  G.  Maeser  as  saying, 
“I  trust  you  all,  I give  you  my 
confidence,  I hope  you  will  not 
weaken  that  confidence.  I put 
you  on  your  word  of  honor.” 

John  A.  Widtsoe  once  said  that 
the  mission  of  BYU  is  to  educate 
the  soul  and  character  of  students 
as  well  as  their  mind  and  body. 
Because  of  this  it  will  become  the 
greatest  university  in  the  world. 

Adding  his  unique  sense  of  hu- 
mor to  his  address,  as  well  as 
givfng  sound  advice,  the  Presi- 
dent listed  three  courses  of  study 
which  were  not  listed  in  the  cat- 
alog and  should  not  be  pursued: 
lawnology,  speedology  and  cram- 
ology. 
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Meredith  Enters 
After  8-hr-  Riot 

OXFORD,  Miss.,  (UPI)— Tough 
airborne  combat  troops  massed  in 
this  tiny  college  town,  soldiers 
dug  foxholes  and  Southerners 
looked  on  in  disbelief  as  the  U.  S. 
Government  threw  its  full  force 
behind  keeping  Negro  James 
Meredith  in  the  University  of 
Mississippi. 

Meredith  attended  classes  brief- 
ly today  under  constant  guard  of 
five  federal  marshals. 

Two  persons  were  killed  and  at 
least  75  injured  before  the  mob 
violence  was  brought  under  con- 
trol shortly  before  dawn. 

Former  Maj.  Gen.  Edwin  Walk- 
er, who  strode  the  campus  during 
last  night’s  bloody  eight-hour  ri- 
oting, was  arrested  along  with 
about  200  other  persons. 

Tuesday  this  sleepy  North  Miss- 
issippi college  town  looked  like  a 
village  under  wartime  occupation. 

Every  automobile  going  into  or 
out  of  Oxford  was  stopped  and 
searched  for  weapons.  Gov.  Ross 
Barnett’s  State  Highway  Patrol 
had  withdrawn  from  Oxford. 

Most  of  the  stores  in  the  town' 
closed ' down.  Merchants  put  pa- 
pers in  their  windows. 


“Again,  there  were  no  United 
States  flags  in  view,”  he  com- 
mented. 

As  Gov.  Ross  Barnett  walked 
on  the  field,  45,000  fans  stood  en 
masse. 

The  over-stressed  excitement  is 
further  geared  to  a fevered  pitch 
by  the  local  radio  stations,  Grow 
said.  Every  half  hour  the  stations 
play  Confederate  rebel  songs. 

Grow,  registering  at  BYU  this 
week,  attended  Millsaps  College 
in  Jackson,  Miss.,  last  summer. 


“There’s  a problem  that  is  turn- 
ing my  editors  grey  and  shriveled 
at  a tender  age,”  said  Universe 
editor  Ron  Peterson.  That  is  the 
problem  of  student  publicity  ag- 
ents who  drop  into  the  Universe 
office  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and 
night  with  “the  biggest  scoop  of 
the  year,”  to  be  published  in  the 
Universe  already  running  on  the 
press. 

“WE  REALIZE  our  responsibil- 
ity to  serve  the  studentbody,  and 
we  agree  that  this  responsibility 
to  serve  the  studentbody  includes 
giving  fair  coverage  to  campus 
events,”  said  Peterson.  “And  in 
order  to  give  this  coverage  fairly, 
we  have  evolved  a system  of  dead- 
lines. If  students  will  regard  them 
as  unbreakable,  even  unbendable, 
which  we  do,  then  we  can  give 
them  the  publicity  they  need  and 
still  go  home  before  midnight.” 

THE  DEADLINE  schedule  is  as 
follows: 

Publicity  chairmen  must  con- 
tact campus  editor  Maxine  Kreuer 
at  least  two  days  in  advance  of 
publication  for  publicity  an- 
nouncements. 

Students  needing  photographs 
must  contact  Universe  campus  ed- 
itor Maxine  Kreuer  at  least  three 
days  in  advance  of  publication. 

“WATCH  FOR”  items  of  club 
meetings  and  short  news  items 
for  “Campus  Quickies”  must  be 
in  the  Universe  office  by  1 p.m. 
at  least  two  days  in  advance  of 
publication. 

Society  information  must  be  in- 
to the  Universe  society  editor,  Evy 
Morrison,  at  least  three  days  be- 
fore publication. 

“Often  publicity  chairmen  come 
to  see  us  and  don’t  really  know 
what  their  organization  is  doing,” 
Peterson  said.  “They  also  handi- 
cap us  by  giving  us  such  short 
notice  on  publicity  for  events  that 
are  planned  months  in  advance 
that  we  can’t  give  them  the  kind 
of  news  treatment  they  ought  to 
have.”

Some  places  in  the  world  are  just  a name  until  you 
meet  someone  from  that  country,  and  then  that  land 
comes  a little  closer.  Like  Honduras  for  instance. 

According  to  encyclopedia,  which  deals  most- 
ly in  facts,  Honduras  is  a Central  American  repub- 
lic first  visited  by  Columbus  in  1502.  The  area  of 
59,000  square  miles  is  about  the  same  as  Tennessee 
and  its  population  is  close  to  2 million.

Diana’s  new  LDS  ward  in  Orem,  where  she  is  staying 
with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  F.  Marcel  Young  at  321  N.  400  West, 
is  keeping  her  busy;  but  she  has  still  had  time  to  make 
some  observations  about  the  United  States  and  BYL  in 
particular. 

“It  is  all  very  nice,  and  (here  are  so  many 
Ihings  to  do,”  she  says  in  a voice  which  makes  you 
hope  she  won’t  learn  enough  English  to  take  away 
its  sweet  musical  sound.

GM  Gives  Scholarships, 
Adds  Personal  Interest 


Ross  Buckwalter  had  an  unus- 
ual visitor  Monday.  He  flew  from 
Detroit  to  see  Ross,  stayed  over- 
night, snapped  35  mm  pictures  of 
the  campus,  lunched  with  the  fac- 
ulty and  commented  on  the  “vi- 
tality” of  the  growing  campus. 

HE  DID  ALL  THIS  because  his 
corporation  has  the  “privilege”  of 
paying  part  of  the  cost  of  Ross 
Buckwalter’s  college  education. 
Buckwalter,  a junior  from  Amer- 
ican Fork,  is  the  holder  of  a Gen- 
eral Motors  scholarship.  He  is  one 
of  100  U.  S.  students  who  receive 
such  scholarships  yearly. 

Buckwalter’s  visitor  was  J.  E. 
Chope,  director  of  GM’s  under- 
graduate scholarship  program.  He 
described  the  GM  program  as 
“skimming”  the  top  of  over  22,000 
applicants  to  pick  100  winners,  at 
least  one  in  each  state. 

GM  GIVES  EACH  student  just 
the  amount  of  money  he  needs 
for  each  undergraduate  year,  de- 
pending on  his  own  earning  pow- 
er, his  family’s  finances  and  the 
cost  of  the  university  he  selects. 
Thet  minimum  yearly  grant 
$200;  the  maximum  $2000.  “And 
surprisingly,”  said  Chope,  “over 
one-third  of  our  winners  only  re- 
ceive $200.” 

The  program  is  re  evaluated  at 
the  end  of  each  year  and  financial 
support  added  or  decreased  if  the 
student’s  financial  situation  has 
changed. 

PERHAPS  most  unusual  about 
GM’s  personal  approach  to  its 
winners  is  the  yearly  visit  each 
of  the  100  winners  receives  from 
one  of  the  members  of  Chope’s 
staff.  That  was  the  reason  for  his 
visit  with  Buckwalter-. 

Buckwalter  praised  this  part  of 
the  plan  as  “perhaps  the  most  re- 
warding part.  I’ve  looked  forward 
to  this  visit  for  a long  time,”  he 
said. 

HE  AND  CHOPE  spent  an  ev- 
ening discussing  grades  (3.7  av- 


erage), the  future  (law  or  the 
MBA  program)  and  the  recent  in- 
terruption in  Buckwalter’s  school- 
ing (the  Argentine  mission). 

A Rhodes  Scholar  himself, 
Chope  described  how  he  had  been 
with  General  Motors  “building 
plants”  and  now,  “I  like  to  think 
that  I’m  helping  build  tomorrow.'
